Though a general rise in the 
water levels of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s underground basins was 
noted as a re.^ult of the heavy 
rains and floods of 1937, engin¬ 
eers of the state division of water 
re.sources credit Sierra Madre’a 
system of spreading grounds for 
much of the increased water sup¬ 
ply in this area. 

In a report just submitted to 
the Governor, a copy of which 
THK NEWS received this week, 
the engineers report an average 
rise in water levels of approxi¬ 
mately 10 feet in the main San 
Gabriel basin. In their findings on 
the Raymond basin, from which 
Pasadena in its water suit alleges 
Sierra Madre receives its under¬ 
ground supply, they state: 

“In Raymond Basin there was 
an average rise in the water table 
of about six feet, a rise of five 
to 10 feet in the lowest part of 
the central portion of the basin 
and a rise of 10 to 35 feet in 
the area south of Monk Hill, and 
three to six feet in the eastern 
end of the ba-^in and the vicinity 
of Sierra Madre. The latter rise 
resulted in part in spreading of 
water from Little Santa Anita 
creek.’’

i Pasadena .shut off its water 
I supply from the Morris dam in 
San Gabriel canyon and other 
sources yesterday and began tak¬ 
ing 32,000,000 million gallons of 
water a day from the under¬ 
ground supply in the Raymond 
basin, from which many other 
communities and water users of 
this area receive their supply. In 
its suit to restrict the use of 
underground water by Sierra 
Madre and other cities, Pasadena 
claims a prior right to two thirds 
of the supply in the Raymond 
basin, contending it requires this 
amount to which it alleges it has 
established a right through usage. 
notwith.stan(ling its Morris dam 
supply and the fact that It will 
receive a sufficient amount for all 
purposes through iis membership 
in the Metropolitan Water dis¬ 
trict. 

The Crown City authorities 
started the pumps at its 12 wells 
into action to forestall any claim 
by cities named as defendants in 
its suit that it had forfeited its 
rights to he Raymond basin by 
failure to pump over a consider¬ 
able period.

A 
group of Rockefeller Foundation 
scientists have just brought back 
a clue to that key from North¬ 
ern India. Believing that food Is 
the basis of life, they set out to 
te.st human diets on thousands of 
animals. The results were indeed 
amazing. The diet of a remark¬ 
ably healthy race, .such as the in¬ 
habitants of Northern India, pro¬ 
duced a race of healthy animals. 
On the other hand, animals fed 
a deficient diet, even when liv¬ 
ing under similar conditions, de¬ 
veloped almost 40 serious dis¬ 
eases familiar to the human body. 
With diet as the only contribut¬ 
ing factor, the animals so fed 
developed cancer, ulcers, pneu¬ 
monia, anemia, goiter and a score 
of other human afflictions. Those 
that “ate to live,” lived to enjoy 
a long and healthy life. Those 
that “lived to eat,” lived only 
long enough to eat a very little.

Robert J. Kerner, professor of 
modern European history at the 
University of California, say that 
youth movements breed dicta¬ 
tors and that "much that is view¬ 
ed with alai'm iu tile woriu louay 
is the result of misguided or be- j 
gulled youth movements.” j 

"Youth movements made pos- ‘ 
sible the triumph of one-party 
minority dictatorships in Europe 
and Asia,” Dr. Kerner said. "They ' 
created the ideals, gave the dy¬ 
namic force and furnished the | 
mass support for this develop- j 
ment which, for them, ended in | 
tragedy. They started out Indi- j 
vidualistic and ended collectivistic 
after a process of corruption and 
degeneration at the hand of fa¬ 
natical, utopian leaders, either 
Communistic of Fascist. 

"Our task is to dramatize the 
democratic way of life. W'e must 
make it dynamic Instead of pas¬ 
sive, We mast fight ideals with 
ideas. The conflict will not be set¬ 
tled on the banks of the Rhine or 
the Vistula or the Yangtze or 
Amur, but on the banks of the 
Potomac, the Hud.son or the Mis¬ 
sissippi by what America does or 
does not do.

There was a time when lamps for 
the living room were bought for 
their artistic qualities—decorative 
bases or unusual shades—with little 
thought to the light they produced. 
Today, with our increased knowl¬ 
edge of the necessity for good light 
to protect vision, we buy lamps with 
an eye to illumination efficiency as 
well aa beauty. 

How can we tell whether a lamp 
will give proper light? A diffusing 
glass bowl is a good indication. This 
feature, available in both floor and 
table lamps, means that some of the 
light will be sent upward to take 
care of general room illumination, 
which is essential to good lighting. 
And it means that its downward and 
sideward illumination will be even 
and free of harmful glare. In a table 
lamp, a 100 or 150-watt globe should 
be used in the bowl. In a floor lamp, 
from 150 to 300 watts should be 
used. 

The type of shade should be con¬ 
sidered also in the purchase of 
lamps. The wide, light-colored shade 
gives the best light. When, for pur¬ 
poses of decoration, a darker shade 
is preferred, its lining should be 
white. 

In buying pin-it-up lamps, which 
are so popular for lighting chairs 
and beds where space is at a pre¬ 
mium, be sure to get one with an 
indirect bowl. Light globes without 
thia protection in this kind of lamp 
are likely to result in light which is 
too bright and tires the eyes.
